her to flush her first bird. I was quite aware of the liberty I gavo 
her. I was In a position that debarred my flushlug myself, there¬ 
fore permitted her to do so. I never allow a dog to flush if I can 
do It myself; and besides it was not Brunette’s first opportunity 
by a long sight, but the first I had shot over her. Why, sir, I 
could have made her come on off a point to heel and return If I 
had wished, and I can at anytime call her from a rigid point with 
a bird at her nose, and I can make any pup I ever broke do it, 
though I do not deem thlB practice absolutely necessary. 

I will venture to say, without knowing anything about it, that 
Mr. V. C. can’t make hla two dozen dogs approach a piece of 
bread thrown thirty yards or so from them, “down charge” by it, 
and at nose end, then call them away from it to obey promptly 
at the first command of “come here.” It is a simple enough 
lesson, among many others, It Is true, but I do uot consider a 
dog house-broken until he does It, and in the whole course of Mr. 
Von Culln’s little book of directions I do not see such an exercise 
or any similar to it even suggested. 

It Is a practice, as he well knows, calculated to perfect a dog’s 
memory and to rivet Ills attention, because at this juncture he Is 
generally ordered to “hie on.” It teaches him to distinguish the 
signification of the different commands and to wait and give car 
for their utterance, and place him completely at his master’s bid¬ 
ding, all of which can be easily effected without Die use of the 
spike. 

Now, if you can, Von, just say so In plain words, and don’t 
pull up your (spike) collar, cock your hat, hump your back, and 
spin out any more doggerel than a June bug can crawl over in a 
season. I say also to your pioneers, captains and lieutenants 
whom you have cited, to step down and out, or get off their high 
horses, and name some of the little “purps” who do all these 
things they claim the spike will accomplish. 

The blood of their subjects and recent importations would 
warrant success. Where arc their “field trialers” whose pedigree 
Is as long as the moral law, and chimerical as the texts of Brother 
Henry Ward; who won everywhere in England and left side¬ 
boards groaning with silver cups behind them, and yet dare not 
appear on the immaculate, virgin soil of a Memphis, a Nashville 
or a Hampton? I do not allude to their progeny, but to the “old 
studs” themselves, who have won all their battles 
behind ’em. Yes, dogs who have won 145 firsts, no 
seconds, and dodged every V.1LC. No, I do not 
allude to their progeny, for they have fallen into 
hands of Americans who know how to break but not 
how to breed. 

Poor, poor innocent natives! I feel for you from 
the bottom of my heart. Plucky, Indomitable and 
Ingenious, yet you cannot breed. Don’t cry, boys, 
1 say you can breed. The pioneers and patrons of 
foreign kennels won’t let you breed. The season 
hain’t come for you to breed. They say, let the 
English lay the egg and we’ll Invent the thing to 
hatch It There’s blood In the ouc, honor in the 
other. These pioneers are bent on keeping dogs 
and barking themselves. They now commence an 
International traffic exporting spikes In exchange for 
blood. Such letters as the following are now hastily 
scribbled; 

My dear, dear Lew: —I have just come in from a 
hunt and want a horn, but I’m afraid to take It. The 
boys over here now call It spike, a very significant ap¬ 
pellation, too, because in it Is a “pick me up.” It 
retrieves lost strength, brings a fellow up standing, 
and If persisted In makes him do many things against 
his will, and in an altercation he drops melt to shot. 

But to business. I’ve got a good thing for you, 
& - Lew—I send by mail or cable (keep your eve skinned 

gSg; ou tbe cable) the “r-a-a-1 gen-u-inc” spike for your 

dog. You never saw anything like it. I never did. 
Accompanying It. arc the directions for using. At 
first sight you might mistake it for one of Peter 
g-jsg? Henderson’s hand-weeders or a patent lieu sera teller, 

Kffe or, seeing one of the points sticking through the 

paper you might suspect an infernal machine and 
BS- fear to pull the string. 

Now, I shall add a few lines of Instruction which 
— Mr. Von Cu^pi, the patentee, omitted In his little 

guide. You see you have been ill and not able to 
attend your dog at tbe next trial, and for you it’s 
just the very thing. When you arc ready to send 
Dan X. on his pilgrimage call him to you, put on 
the collar, attach a strong limber wire five feet in 
length to the ring, and to the wire attach a cord 
about a mile long. Now, cast him off towards 
Shrewsbury, or the place he is going to run, sit on 
your gallery and hold the rope until you feel It 
tighten. You will know, then, he is at a stand. 
Now dispatch a hoy with a sharp knife to go 
the mile and sever the cord rigid, at Its 
junction with the wire, aud say, “Hie on.” When of 
course he will proceed. Now the wire will drag of 
course; the dog will tread ou it and “punish himself,” you see, 
you having no hand In the business now hut hauling in your line, 
wbtie it will serve for something for the judge to “pull” if he 
don’t come up to the “scratch,” while the “loop hole” at the end 
of the wire Is Intended for the judges to slip through when the 
guns of dissension go off. It’s a splendid trick, but pray don’t 
show it to Wbitchouse, Bertram, and those pointer men until you 
have worn It out. Why, ’twould set them crazy, and ttjcy would 
flood this market with broken dogs, and I don’t waut any point¬ 
ers here yet until I exhaust-my present stock of setters. Tho 
pointer Is the coming K 9, but I havn’t fixed hie day yet. 

Now, Lew, follow closely my Instructions, and you will have 
the pleasure and pride of seeing your dog return—not like Moses 
with a “gross of green speeuieles”—but a champion from the 
field with a bronze statue of Laverock straddle of 1i1b back, a 
silver cup hauging to his neck, a spoon In his mouth, and,a gold 
napkin rink on his tall.

In conclusion, I would beg to gay to Mr. Boyd In regard to 
“Dog Paths to Success,” to which he saw fit to allude, that if he 
expects to find In them any very deeply hidden secrets, inven¬ 
tions of torture, or suggestions of cruelty to our mute but be¬ 
loved companions, whose instincts, I hold, should he guided and 
directed rather than forced, then he will be disappointed. I see 
already his verdict written upon the sportsman's scrip, “So mote 
it be.” This little pamphlet was not Intended for “old stagers” 
like himself, hut the novice. In the short space of time allotted 
me, and for the benefit of tyros who are constantly inquiring, 
“How shall I work my dog!” this summary of my views and 
practice was permed. Aided by that young, ardent, zealous aud 
Indomitable sportsman, Mr. Wm. Hunt (“Sand Snipe”), of New 
Orleans, I have been enabled to put It in shape to fit the pocket 
of young men who are starting out to hunt. I feel assured If 
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they will follow the hints and simple mode of breaking therein 
they will succeed. 

I do not hold that the little book will break the dog. It would 
be an arduous task to furnish argument, and supply the brains 
“to boot." 

’Tis the brain of the inventor that eoneclves the tools and in¬ 
struments of science, art and industry, but the hand of the 
scholar, the workman and the skilled artisan that applies them 
and establishes their utility. 

Mr. Von Culln, you’re a sportsman, aud barring the spike I ap¬ 
preciate your views, and even your frleudly hits. I am afraid to 
try your spike ou Slg. What I said about him—though you 
seemed to Insinuate was a story coaxed out of him—was the un- 
deliled, undiluted essence of truth. For trutli 1 do uot own a 
spike (excepting the one yon sent). I did have one last Spring, 
which I made myself, as efficacious as yours, uml with it liked to 
have ruined a noble retriever. I threw it away, and after getting 
the dog back in his ways, loaned him to a friend who hue worked 
him this Winter, and who tells me that lie Is O. K., and that u 
winged or cripple bird cannot escape his nose or elude Ills paw in 
the game bag if “Pigeon" Is on hand. 

I believe if I would put it on Slg he would kick a hole in the 
canopy of heaven, and for the sake of life and the equilibrium of 
the universe I must forego such a breach. But as I promised, I 
will try it on the first old sinner or reprobate that comes along; 
then 

With a spike oo his neck, a ring on his tail, 

I'll beat my ground for snipe and quail.

Tbe Management of Show Dogs. 

As there are so many beuch shows near at hand we reproduce 
the following hints on the management of show dogs, published 
over a year ago, from the advance sheets of a Practical Kennel 
Guide, by Dr. Gordon Staples: 

“I will now presume that you are in possession of a well-bred 
pedigree dog, that you have either bred and reared yourself, or 
bought, aud you wish to gain for the animal a few cups aud med¬ 
als, either simply for the honor of owning a prize dog, or because 
you look forward to putting him in the stud. First, then, re¬ 
member this: Your dog may have the best of points, and be the 
best bred dog in the kingdom, but If he is not In health aud show 
condition, you had better hang him than send him to a show. 

“In order, therefore, to keep a dog In health aud condition, the 
first thing you must attend to is his general treatment and 
habits of life. I shall now just mention a few simple but effec¬ 
tive rules for the guidance of the would-be dog fancier. 

“1. Housing.—Any one who goes in for keeplug even a few 
good, moderate sized doge must, first and foremost, have a proper 
kennel or place for them. 

“It is so much better in every way to build a small place for 
tlie dogs themselves, thau condemn them to take pot-luck with 
the horses or cows In the stables or outhouses. Valuable dogs 
should never be kept constantly on chain; it Bours the temper so, 
and destroys the character in the dog’s face. Have a little 
wooden or brick and wooden shed built especially for them. If 
you have any taste, you can at a very small outlay make a very- 
neat and even ornamental job of it. Build it In any way or style 
to suit your taste and judgment, only do not forget that they 
must have a covered-in place to seek for shelter from rain or cold, 
and a good yard or enclosure as large as you can afford, to take 
their food and exercise In. This may be laid with hard gravel or 
asphalt—either is better than stones. Plenty of good straw or 
deal shavings Is indispensable for their bed, and this must be 
upon wood, and raised a little way off the ground. 

“Another thing which dogs like very much is, a raised wooden 
bench in the run to lie on and bask in the sun, or sit upou and 
look about them. 

“The sleeping-place ought to be so constructed that a large 
portion of the front of it can be removed on the warm Summer 
nights, and closed in Winter or when it blows (aide chapter xvii). 

“2. CleanlinesB is essential to the well-being of all dogs, espec¬ 
ially well-bred ones, for mongrels will often thrive where pedigree 
dogs would perish. 

“Unless you can afford the time to keep your kennel clean, or 
get some one else to do it for you, better not go In for a kennel 
at all, nor dogs either. Once a fortnight, at least, the woodwork 
of the kennel ought to be washed, and very lightly done over 
with a mixture of common turps, to which you may add a little 
paraffin. This keeps down vermin; and the shavings or straw 
should be changed at the same time, and much oftener in dirty 
weather. The dogs don’t soil their beds very much, and it will 
do to put In the pig-sty after they are done with it. The yard or 
run Bhould be swept out every morning, and, afterwards, a few 
buckets of water pitched over it (the ground ought to slope a 
little), and unless the weather Is very cold and Inclement, by all 
means include the dogs In the douche as well as the dog run. It 
is a capital thing, this morning shower bath, for both coat and 
feather, and acts at the same time as a tonic to the muscular and 
nervous systems. Keep a large bottle of carbolic acid (the com¬ 
mon kind will do) for occasional use as a disinfectant; and if any 
of the dogs are troubled with dlarrhcna, a portion of the carbolic 
acid should be used with the water you wash down the yard with. 
This will destroy vermin, remove all unpleasant smells, and often 
avert serious sickness from your kennel. 

“Remember, if dogs arc properly attended to in their kennel, 
they will never make a-nolse and disturb the neighbors; Indeed 
the kennel may be In the very centre of a town. Hounds I do 
not allude to, for they do occasionally make a row at night. I 
do not know how other people feel In this respect, but to me 
country sounds of all sorts, especially the distant baying of 
hounds, have a peculiar charm, and lull me to sleep better than 
any narcotic. 

“3. Feeding.—The late Mr. Mayhew—a man for whose opin¬ 
ion in several doggy matters I had great respect—usad to say 
that butter, grease, line bread, sugar, and sweet cakes are all 
deleterious to the dog, as well as beer or spirits; and I perfectly 
agree with him, more particularly as to tbe latter. Beer and 
spirits arc much too fattening. I know a Newfoundland bitch 
at this moment whose regular allowance is a glass of ale with 
her dinner and one with her supper, and at times little spirits 
and water after that. She la so fat that when, as sometimes 
happens, she gets a wee drop too much, she finds it most con¬ 
venient to lie on her broad back. When about half-seas over— 
jolly, as it were—she site beside you on one end, and persists in 
shaking hands with you about five timeB a minute. 

“Fine bread or fine biscuits are apt to bind the dog’s bowels; 
too much greasy matter produces surfeit and blotches; but milk 
I do not so much object to, and, given in large quantities a 
couple of weeks before a show, it puts a nice gloss on the skin 
that hardly anything else will. I don't quite agree, however, 
with Mayhew and Idsbone, in the matter of dirt. A little dirt 
with their food, both of these gentlemen seriously Inform us, Ib 
a good thing for a dog. Dirt is matter out of place, and It 


never la more out of place than in a dog’s food. And this re¬ 
minds me, there Is one thing you must on no account forget to 
attend to, and that is having the dog’s dish or dishes swilled out 
every morning. No, I cannot have dirt at any price. The 
coarser the flour Is the better, but put the dirt in the ash-pit. 

“I quite agree with Mayhew, Itowever, in the mutter of bones, 
ludeed, 1 feel very strongly on this point. Give a dog a bone 
occasionally, by all means, but do not he always throwing hones 
into the kennel, and do uot let the servants do so. I’ve seen 
mauy a valuable dog lost by these means. Perhaps you may ask 
how bones can injure a dog. In many ways. The gastric juices 
of the dog are usually strong enough to dissolve bones of all 
sorts; but the animal will often swulluw pieces so hard that even 
an ostrich could not digest them. There is, then, the danger of 
impaction In the bowels, nud consequent inflammation, or that 
terribly fatal accident Intussusception; or the bone, partly di¬ 
gested, may pass on uml through, but the lower part of the rec¬ 
tum may be injured, or even lacerated, from spiculu of hone, 
and ulcers, piles, and all sorts of mischief result. 

“A large bone is good for a puppy, always providing lie can 
gnaw without being aide to swallow much of it. The same rule, 
of course, holds good with grown-up dogs; but it will be a large 
bone indeed that a Newfoundland or St. Bernard will not man¬ 
age to give a good account of. A bitch of mine was presented 
with a sheep’s head to amuse her; she ute every portion of it ex¬ 
cepting the teetli and occipital protuberance and lower angles of 
the jaw. I’ve seen two moderate sized dogs eat both a dead 
slave’s limbs up to the thigh, bones and all. But w ide and 
elastic as is the gullet of the dog, I once saw a dog choked on a 
loin chop. He was In too great a hurry to get it down, because 
he had stolen it. 

“So don't feed your dogs ou hones, and if they need a tooth¬ 
brush very much, buy one, and keep the teeth clean with a little 
carbonate of soda. 

“Some people, to save time, make as much food for the dogs 
as will last them for days, even in Summer. Well, they save 
time, certainly, but very often—in nine cases out of ten—at the 
expense of the poor animal's health and constitution. 

“Now, as to kind and quality of food. As a staple of diet 
there is nothing better than oatmeal porridge (vide chapter xix), 
with the broth and meat of very well boiled sheep's heads and 
lights (uot tile liver or milt). This for dinner, mind you—that 
is the chief meal of the twenty-four hours, which ought to lie 
given about five o’clock every afternoon. 

“For breakfast., which ought to be a light meal, there is noth¬ 
ing better than Spratt’s cakes, either soaked or broken hard. If 
preferred soaked, they must be kept all night; If otherwise, warm 
them for half a minute before the fire before breaking them ; you 
will find it easier. 1 give medium-sized dogs two cakes each for 
breakfast, and a driuk of buttermilk to follow. Buttermilk is 
invaluable; buttermilk cooIb the blood; buttermilk purifies the 
blood; buttermilk cleanses the skin; buttermilk makes the coal 
shine like a boatman beetle. There Is nothing like buttermilk. 

I swear by it! 

“Don't give your dogs much meat. Give them as much porridge 
and aB little broth and meat—especially the meat—as you can get 
them to take. But if ill, or out of condition, the quantity of 
meat must be doubled, or even trebled. A sheep's head ought to 
last two large dogs two days. Let the sheep's head be boiled till 
the flesh can be shaken off the bones. 

“For a change you can give them now and then nice, well- 
cleaned, boiled paunches. Liver, raw or boiled, te a capital laxa¬ 
tive wheu the dogs need it. So is bullock’s milt; so likewise arc 
cabbage and green vegetables, but some dog6 will not touch 
them. Potatoes are good for a change, but see they arc cleaned, 
and not diseased. Dogs arc not pigs. 

“Too many potatoes effect the eyesight. A dog's dinner ought 
to be put down to him cool , not hot, but not necessarily cold. 

“When he has finished, don’t leave it about the kennel to get 
massed, but take it away at once. 

Whatever you give your dogs for dinner, let it be sweet and 
clean, and cool, and served in clean dishes, and never let them 
want for a supply of good, pure water. Rice will do for a change 
sometimes, but lot it be very well boiled. 

“I cannot too highly recommend regularity in the time of giv¬ 
ing the dogs their mealB, for they soon come to know the dinner 
hour, and are expectant and hungry, just as you or I would be. 

“4. Exercise.—Dogs, particularly those meant for show or stud 
dogs, ought to have a scamper out every morning, and, if possi¬ 
ble, for an hour or so after dinner every evening. Indeed, dogs, 
If meant for show or stud purposes, cannot haV£ too much exer¬ 
cise, so loug as it Is not carried to the verge of fatigue. 

“In muddy weather, bathe a dog’s legs and feather after lie 
comes in from a walk, and in wet weather rub him down with a 
coarse towel, but do not allow him afterwards to lie down in 
front of afire; kennel him up at once, and let him finish his 
toilet in the way most' natural to him, by tumbling among the 
straw. 

“Grooming for Growth of Feather and Excellence of Coat.—In 
a show-dog feather and coat are of all importance. How, then, is 
good feather to be obtained I Go to the-dog quacks (chemists 
and druggists, and such) and they will give you any amount of 
medicine and applications, warranted to produce a Hue glossy 
coat aud make feather grow, and they will not neglect to charge 
you well for them. It would be far better, however, for you, in¬ 
stead of spending a sum of money on druggists' fixings, to pitch 
It under the grate, for then, don’t you see, the servant would get 
It in the morning. Better thus than it should go into the pockets 
of brazen-faced charlatans, who murder dogs right and left. 

“Now, remember this—you cannot produce good feather In a 
dog who is not a feathery breed, or descended from feathery 
parentage. Remember, too, that if you attend well to the housing 
and proper feeding of the dogs, and to keeping the skin cool and 
pliant by sufficient exercise, you are bound to have the best coats 
procurable on your dogs’ backs. 

“In Chapter XIX I have given a recipe or two, and some plain 
directions, for the reproduction of hair on bald patches, and here 
I may Inform the reader that a dog’s coat is sometimes greatly 
Improved in gloss and condition by washing—that Is, when the 
hide is dirty, and the hair feels harsh and dry. For thls-purpose, 

If you use soap, see that It Is of the very mildest description. 
Never on any occasion use soft soap, or a common cheap and too 
alkaline soap; and as soon as the operation Is over, rinse out the 
coat in plenty of soft water, and give the dog a douche bath. The 
yolks of eggs are vastly better than soap of any sort; use them 
with lukewarm rain-water, one or two for a very small dog, up to 
two dozen or more for a Newfoundland. 

“Combing long haired dogs prevents the hair from getting 
matted or felting. Combing and brushing every morning regu¬ 
larly for months adds greatly to the gloss and beauty of the coat, 
and It ought not to be neglected If you mean to show. 

“In long-haired dogs of all sorts occasionally soaking the coat 
in olive oil, a day or two before he Is washed, Is an excellent plan 
to bring the feather into proper condition and gloss. 

“Glvo now and then a dose of nitre and sulphur, rolled iu 
tissue paper and put down the throat; but do uot give iron tonics 
before a show—lt'heats the skin and dries the coat. 

“Give small, long-haired dogs, such as Maltese, Pomeranians, 
or Yorkshire terriers, a cold plunge-bath every morning for weeks 


at least before a show. After bathing or washing your a ~ 
well down, and dry as you can; then turn them out .. . ’ rub 
fear the blood should get chilled.

“It is a common practice to make hounds and other short-hain. i 
dogs take exercise with rugs tied round them, in order to brine 
proper show-glitter on their hides. For obvious reasons I cans ! 
recommend this plan. The slightest portion of oil may be ii«! 
ou the morning of the show, if the coat seems harsh from nrevl 
oils washing, but it must be used exceedingly sparingly V, 
drops, well rubbed over the palm of the hand, is quite sufficient t,° 
coninnifiicate gloss enough. For large dogs of all sorts nothin!! 
can be bet ter than a good rubbing down with a rough hand glow 
just, before they are taken Into the show ring. 

“if possible, lead your dogs Into the ring yourself. They w||| 
sliow ever so much better with their own master titan with a 
stranger. Keep the dog’s head well up, and talk to him if you 
like to make him lively, but never appear obtrusive, and on nose- 
count attempt to catch the judge's eye. In your railway jour! 
neys to dog shows do not, If you value your dog in the least, per¬ 
mit his being confined in that dirty den of disease they call the 
boot. Have nice boxes constructed for the conveyance to and 
fro of your valuable specimens, and have 1 he boxes roomy, uni! 
so constructed that the dogs cannot be suffocated from the over 
crowding of boxes and portmanteaus about them. 

“At country shows, take your dog’s dinner with you, and vuur 
own too, if you arc wise, and a few tacks to nail tip your prize 
cards in case yon should have the good fortune to obtain anv. 

“There are one or two dangers to be avoided in a dog show. 
Remember when you fasten your dog on the bench to see that the 
staple Is secure, and strong enough to hold. 

“See that your dog’s leathern collar is neither too tight nor 
too loose, aud that the chain is neither too long nor too short, i 
have known more than one dog hanged by his own chain by slip 
plug over Ids bench. 

“Be sure to have a swivel or two swivels on the chain, to pre¬ 
vent twisting. 

“Beware of tying your dog too near a dangerous animal, II is 
much better to pay for partitions than run the risk of getting a 
valuable animal destroyed. 

“At some country one-day shows, the poor dogs are no! only 
starved for want of food, but their tongues are often positively 
(lurched for want of water. Reader, take a hint. 

“In conclusion, let me just repeat that proper housing, rational 
feeding, cleanliness—the brush anil exekcise arc the proper re¬ 
cipes for the production of coat and feather.”

Editoii Chicago Field: —Having noticed how prevalent Ik 
murdering of hunting dogs lias become, and knowing how uie 
profitable It is to carry ou a dog suit, wher.e the jury would 
probubly not give more than $25 for a dog that the owner would 
not part with for a $1,000 (or would give $500 to replace him 
with a strange dog with the good qualities of the former), the 
idea lias occurred to me, to suggest the forming of a protective 
association among dog owners and breeders. 

The nine qua non to be, that in every case where a dog belong¬ 
ing to a member of thq association has been destroyed or crip¬ 
pled, without] just cause, it shall be that member’s pledged duly 
to commence suit at once against the guilty party, if known; and 
after the ease has been concluded, the association shall pay 
through its treasurer the expenses of conducting the suit to the 
extent of $100. 

Very hurriedly I have jotted down the following rules which 
I submit to your readers for improvement: 

I. Any person wishing to join, his name must be given to « 
committee appointed to determine his responsibility and good 
standing. 

II. Each dog entered to be charged entrance fee of $2.50. 
Dog’s name anil pedigree, with full description, also date and 
place of birth, and breeder’s name to accompany the entrance. 

III. A dog being killed or maimed without just cause, the 
owner upon notifying the treasurer that suit has been concluded, 
shall receive from the latter $100 on producing vouchers for that 
amount. In no case will a greater sum than $100 be given 
towards paying expenses In any one suit; and no sum whatever 

will be paid without receipts as vouchers for the amount expended. 

IV- Any member detected in dishonorable dealings with the 
Association shall forfeit all benefits derived tbereforni aud k 
dismissed, the charge having been brought In a regular way »nd 
proven before a committee of investigation appointed for that 
purpose. 

V. Whenever the amount In treasurer’s hands Is less than III 1 ® 
lie shall levy an assessment of $2.50 on each dog entered, mid 
should the owner fall to respond within thirty days his member- 
ship shall be forfeited at once. 

It appears to me that after two or three assessments have bee 11 
made, that dog-kllllng as a pastime will become unpopular, and 
then we can disband, dividing the hnlance In the treasurer's Imsda 
among the gentlemen who have contested the right of bruin W 
kill their faithful friends, commonly called dogs. 

For myself I am willing tocommence with a $10 subscript!™, 
anil I can raise among my friends a hundred dollars more with¬ 
out trouble. 

Air the Idea, Mr. Editor; perhaps “there's millions In it."

Tally Six fob the Skeleton. —Des Moines, Feb. 3, 1878-— 
Editor Chicago Field :—It Is with positive regret that I observe 
the Increasing tendency to exaggeration In your columns, b) 
those persons making statements as to the good qualities of tbcjr 
favorite dogs. It Is not really necessary that because Gladstones 
remarkable, though quite possible, feat was published, they 
should come forward with dog stories, which, If not absolutely 
false, are at least so highly colored and embellished that It re ' 
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quires a considerable stretch of the Imagination to believe them, 
and Jeopardizes the reputation of the relator for truth and 
veracity. 

Having thus stated my views on this subject, I will relate an 
Incident that came under my notice, satisfied tbut it will not be 
classed with those Improbable stories of wonderful performances 
that exist only In the Imagination of the Inventors. 

A gentleman who holds the position of conductor on the C. 
R. I. & P., and with whom I am in the habit of taking a hunt 
whenever possible, and whose name I will give if necessary, was 
the owner of a fine pointer, that among many other good quali 
ties possessed In a remarkable degree the one of staunchness. 
One afternoon, while we were hunting chickens in a large field 
containing considerable heavy cover, the dog was missed, and 
after a long search, and offers of a large reward, his owner was 
obliged to give him up as lost, and console himself with young 
Sport, a son of the lost dog, and giving promise to equal his sire 
In field qualities, staunchness not excepted. 

About a year after, Sport, his master and myself were hunting 
In the same locality, and about nightfall we happened to find 
ourselves lu the very field in which the old dog had been lost 
and, strange as it may seem, before we got through it young 
Sport, was missing also. It is not necessary to tell how w< 
searched, whistled and stormed, how we shouted and swore, un 
til wo brought a thunderstorm upon us, which, with the darkness, 
compelled us to go to the hotel and leave the dog to his fate for 
that night at least. 

Early the next morning we repaired to the unlucky field to re¬ 
new the search for the lost dog, and finally, in a part of the field 
where the weeds grew dense and high, I found him, standing oii 
a firm point. There he stood as though carved from marble 
every velu and muscle standing out like knotted cord, one fore 
foot uplifted, his gaze apparently fixed on somethlug beyond, 
Ids nostrils twitched slightly, and he appeared to be totally uu 
conscious of my presence; and his attitude altogether made t 
picture that I never shall forget. To relieve him from the tcdl 
ous position which he had undoubtedly occupied for hours 1 
walked ahead, and what do you think I found i Twenty yards 

ahead of Sport I foupd the skeleton of the old dog on a point, while 
still further ahead in a bunch of grass, lay the bones of a prairie 
chicken that had starved to death, while the old dog was making 
the longest point on record.

others. I have bred the Field Trial setter in its purity for three 
years, and out of over twenty puppies raised by me in that time 
only one has died. True, I have not been visited by that virulent 
form of distemper with which some have had to contend: this 
however, I attribute to careful personal attention to my dogs. It 
Is not to be wondered at that so many young dogs die. They are 
sent out amongst strangers when from two to three months old 
often into the bands of a novice in the care of dogs, and where 
one may die of too little care, live are carried off by too much 
stroug, rich food, totally uuflt for an old dog, much less a puppy 
I his, In my opinion, is one of the maiu causes of distemper- 
plain, well cooked food is all any dog requires; this with daily exer¬ 
cise will keep the majority of dogs In tine condition and health 
In regard to crossing with the natives, it will no doubt often oro- 
ducc a good dog, but that they will ever excell the pure blood 
cannot at present be admitted. I know of at least two sports¬ 
men who have followed this theory up until they are thoroughly 
convinced It Is a fallacy. However, this being a free country 
every one can follow out his own convictions.

J at dam a light, tan colored bitch, said to have been sired by a 
“j ailer" or light tan colored dog (or a son of his), imported some 
years ago, not from the Emerald Isle, but from Kentucky—how 
much Irish blood flowed through his veins is not definitely 
known; 2d dam, a black bitch, generally supposed to be Gordon. 
This is the breeding of the second prize winuer in the Irish dog 
class at the late Pittsburgh Bench Show, aud we leave the read¬ 
ers of the Chicago Field to judge how much of an Irishman he 
is. Perhaps Borne may say he is ail Irish dog because he wears a 
yallcr" or light tan colored coat, or because the exterior portiou 
of his smeller is of a light flesh color, or because he Is unfortu 
nately possessed with a pair of small, cocked, gooseberry colored 
eyes, deeply imbedded in his head, or because he received second 
honors at Pittsburgh in a class to which he did not properly be¬ 
long.

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breaker. A dog therefore can be taught to both range at an im¬ 
mense distance and to work within reach of the hand. For 
these reasons we think the prairie chicken is the best bird to 
break a dog on. 

We have heard it claimed by a few that prairie chickens ruin a 
dog for work on quails. Very likely a dog taken Immediately 
from the one bird to the other is likely to give color to 
such a statement, hut the same can be said idee versa. Indeed, 
there are few dogs, save those wonderful specimens we hear of 
more, frequently than we see, that can, after having been worked 
on one species of game bird for a length of time, be taken on an¬ 
other, but what at first will be at a disadvantage; but that It has 
any lasting, injurious effect wo do not for a moment Imagine. 

The subject is one of great import, and we should like to sec it 
thoroughly discussed. We would, therefore, like to have the 
opinions of Mr. Whltford, Mr. John Davidson, Mr. Sanborn, 
Mr. Dew, Mr. Campbell, Mr. Edwards, Mr. Morgan, Mr. Gltttngs, 
Mr. Stevens, Mr. Ackerman, Mr. David Hartt, Captain Tucker, 
our Morristown (X. J.) correspondent, “The Colonel,” Mr. Wad- 
dington, and others, who have had experience on the subject. 

In conclusion, not only do we consider the ruffed grouse the 
worst bird to break a dog on, but we think the spaniel the proper 
dog to use in ruffed grouse shooting, and we are very much mis¬ 
taken If these active little fellows do not supplant the setter and 
pointer for this kind of shooting. Those who have not tried

THE BEST BIRO TO BREAK DOCS ON. 


Mr. Burges has told us that the ruffed grouse is the best bird 
to break dogs on, “Black Ned” and "Doubtful John,” of 
Wilkesbarre, Pa., agree with him. “Dog-Whip” and “Nat,” of 
Saratoga Springs, prefer the quail. 

In discussing the question we think locality, and consequently 
the bird the dog is most likely to be hunted on, is to be taken 
into consideration. To break a dog which is to be used in our 
Western prairies and stubbles or In the stnbble fields of the 
South, we consider the ruffed grouse the worst bird. In New 
England, where most of the shooting is ruffed grouse in thick 
cover, or quails in small fields and briar patches, and woodcocks tu 
brush and swampy places, the ruffed grouse may he the best; but. 
yet we question it. 

The ruffed grouse is a wtley bird, a great runner, aud not once 
in ten times lies well to a young dog, for when it does allow a 
point to be made on it, as a rule, it is hut a second or two before 
it flushes itself. 

It being necessary that a dog should he under perfect control, 
implicit obedience is one of the most important parts of Ids edu¬ 
cation; he should, therefore, while receiving his tlrst lessons in 
the Held he constantly under the eye of Ills breaker, which Is uot 
possible with the ruffed grouse, since the places where the bird Is 
fouud being dense of foliage the dog is out of sight the greater 
portion of the time, rendering it difficult to correct a fault, as it 
should be at the time committed, as the dog is not easy of access, 
and also to determine whether the dog or the bird, as in the case 
of a flush, is to blame. 

Staunchness is all importaut in a killing dog. Early impres¬ 
sions on a young dog arc lasting. As much, if not more so than 
any other animal, a creature of habit, the wild flushing of a ruffed 
grouse is uot, we think, likely to tend to the staunchness of the 
youngter; but on the contrary, is apt to induce him to chase and 
thereby make him wild and unsteady. The timidity of the bird 
when on the ground rendering the utmost quiet while pursuing 
it, precludes the ordinary Bpeaking required to steady a young 
dog during his first lessons in the field, for he cannot be kept 
within whispering distance unless at the sacriflce of his finding 
and getting an occasional point. These, therefore, seem to us 
cogent reasons why the ruffed grouse is objectionable. 

The quail is a bird differing materially from the ruffed grouse. 
Its feeding grounds, morning and evening, are in the open stubble. 
The dog is under the eye of his breaker, and ordinary conversa¬ 
tion does not startle the bird. It lies well to the dog and affords 
an opportunity to the breaker to Inculcate into the dog staunch¬ 
ness. When flushed and scattered a bevy gives good practice 
on single birds. Therefore, we thiuk the quail is superior to the 
ruffed grouse. 

The 6Uipe we object to, uot because it is not a bird affording 
equally as good opportunities as the quail and better than the 
ruffed grouse, but for the reason that being found in the Spring 
and Fall in wet places, and when the water is cold and the air 
chilly, the dog must necessarily become thoroughly wet and 
chilled, which is apt to induce distemper If the young dog has 
not had It, which is more than probable. Our objection, there¬ 
fore, is based on hygienic principles rather than otherwise. But 
even supposing the dog has had distemper, wc regard It us cruel 
to charge a dog to shot or wing in water as cold as it is In the 
Full and Spring; and notwithstanding what may be said to the 
contrary, no matter what he may be allowed to do when an 
adult, we regard it as of the utmost importance to insure his 
staunchness later in life, that a young dog should be broken to 
drop to both shot and wing. Standing to shot and wing does 
not make a dog so staunch. In no other way can he be under 
such perfect control as when charged. By some, we know, this 
is considered “fancy breaking,” but we regard it as proper break¬ 
ing. 

A dog broken on ruffed grouse acquires a sneaking cat-like 
movement, his range is short, and when taken into the open he 
is a potterer. Moreover, the running habit of the bird is apt to 
make him work with a low head, a trailer taking the foot Instead 
of the body scent. What he may gain in caution, as Mr. Burges 
claims, is at the sacrifice of a bold range and a high head. He is 
therefore, so broken, totally unfit for Western shooting. It la 
easier to curtail than increase the ranging of a dog. This fact is 
fully demouetrated in Eastern dogs brought out to the West or 
taken to the South. They are almoBt worthless. 

The pinnated grouse or prairie chlckeu, we think, taken all in 
all, is the best bird to break a dog on. The advantages It 
possesses are numerous. As a general thing puppies are just of 
the proper age in August aud September to be taken in the field. 
The atmosphere then Is not Inclement, aud the prairies are dry, 
therefore no apprehensions are to be felt on the score of distemper. 
The bird lies like a stone, allowing a dog to be held on his point 
If necessary. The breaker has plenty of time to watch his dog 
carefully, to advance ahead of him and flush the bird himself and 
to see that the dog remains on hlB point until the bird Is flushed 
and shot at and that he drops to shot. When flushed a covey 
usually settles in a swale, aud as the prairie chicken does not re¬ 
tain its scent like the quail excellent opportunity is afforded for 
work on single birds. So soon as the season advances, by which 
time the dog has had good practice, the birds having grown older 
get wilder and bring into play aud develop all the cunning and 
caution there Is in the dog. In this, an old cock grouae will try a 
dog to his fullest extent. The sceDt of the prairie chicken is, we 
are satisfied, fainter than that of the ruffed grouae aud quail, and 
a dog consequently learns to approach with caution ; in corrobo¬ 
ration of which it is well known that a large majority of Eastern 
dogs flush more, two to one at least, than they point, until they 
learn by experience this fact. The wide open prairies and stub¬ 
ble fields afford the best opportunity to develop ranging and 
quartering, which cannot be done with ruffed grouse, while at the 
same time the practice on a scattered covey in a swale will teach 
the dog to work within the ehortest possible distance of his

—Our correspondent, “Big 
Piece,” of New York, a true sportsman and an esteemed friend, in 
our last issue drew attention to the rumor of a large contract 
having been made by a New York house to ship fifty barrels of 
game per week to Euglaud, and that Chicago was to be the head¬ 
quarters in the West for the agent of the New York contractors, 
the West being expected to supply the game. We had previously 
noticed the statement in the New York Herald, and had imme¬ 
diately Bet a detective to work to discover whether there was any 
truth in the, statement. Although he has worked assiduously he 
has failed to find any foundation for the statement, so far as an 
agent being located in Chicago, and we are disposed to think that 
it is more of a canard than otherwise. That large shipments of 
game may have been made to New York up to Tuesday last, is 
probable, for the law permitted that; but the period in which 
game could be legally sold having expired then, we don’t believe 
the shipments can be made unless our detective neglectB his 
business. At auy rate, as we have repeatedly announced, we are 
determined to leave nothing undone which will put a stop to the 
illicit traffic in game in Chicago. 


The Close Season. —It will be borne in mind by all amateur 
and professional pot-hunters that the close season expired on 
January 31. Game dealers were allowed until Tuesday last, the 
5th inst., to dispose of all game on hand. It is to be hoped all 
sportsmen throughout the State will see that the law is rigidly 
enforced. The Quincy Shooting Club offere a reward of $10 for 
the arrest of any one violating the law.

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eight had tired 4 shots, 3 of soft and 3 of ehilled, each targot 
being plainly marked with name, gun, calibre, etc., and whether 
soft or chilled shot, before shooting. After tho llnal shot, all 
these targets were carried up and placed on the floor of Mr. T.'b 
spacious parlor. 

After a little wiping out or guns, considerable washing of 
hands and titivating generally, tile folding doors seperating 
parlor and dining rooms were withdrawn and Mr. Tathani iuvltcd 
the company to partake of a luncheon. A luncheon, did I call 
it' Nothing short of the facile pen of Dickens could do justice 
in describing this menu. It Is sullleient for my humble powers 
to chronicle that about sixteen sat down and did full justice to 
oyster soup, fried oysters, turkey, Guinea fowls, tongue and 
chicken and lobster salad, plum puddings, assorted pies, Allsop’s 
and Muir’s ales, cigars ml libitum, and other delicacies, which 
left as pleasing impressions on the guests as Bogardus enjoyed on 
the steamers during his trip to England.

slight exception, If I may be allowed the privilege, the gentle¬ 
men present being a little’ too sensitive concerning the various 
manufactures of guns, style of boring, ^rnd relative merits of 
their individual fuses, loosing sight somewhat of tho object of 
the trial, it being purely and in the interest of the chilled aud 
soft shot, and not in the euperiority of the oiins. 

Tile trial demonstrated another principle, that better results 
wore obtained both In pattern aud penetration from crimped 
shells than If left natural. 

All the pellets were counted that struck the fid-inch circle, aud 
also every pellet that perforated every fifth sheet, until the last 
sheet brokeu by one shot, thereby proving which, hard or soft 
shot carried up the bulk of Its pellets to the end. There was a teat 
made of No. 4 chilled aud soft, but as circumstances permitted of 
only one shot of each, and that being so Imperfect, It was thought 
best not to publish it. I will merely say as far as it went the 
chilled had a manifest superiority in both pattern and penetra¬ 
tion. Hope I may havo been of some service, and if so, will 
feel fully indemnified for all trouble.

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Compensators. 

BY IlKCAl'EBH. 

All gun a that arc charged at the breech must of necessity I 
made either with movable barrels, or a movable breech "V" 
Bhot guns the barrels are most often made movable, while r° r 
rifles the breech is the part generally made to move, " r 

Sportsmen being more interested In the former than the 1 
ter, It Is of them I write. Where any two pieces of metal a 
frequently moving upon each other thorc is friction, am) when 
there is friction there must be more or less wear. In all brccct^ 
loaders in which the burrelB tip up this friction and wear mi 
upon tire cross pin on which the barrels turn. Can friction at 
tills point lie done away with! That is the question. I think it 
Is conceded that there must lie some friction, and therefore some 
wear. There have been attempts at compensating for this wear 
and tlie attachments applied for that purpose are called rompeu! 
sators. Many of these so-called compensators are such only j,i 
name. The luventors point witli pride. to their Inventions, for 
getting that they are, in fact, thereby admitting that the guu is 
built on a false mechanical construction. 

“What maker of a muzzle-loader would complacently point out 
how lie had provided for some ccrtaio rapid tear and wear by ||,| s 
or that contrivance, and would not at once make his gun so that 
this imperfection be remedied!” 

The above is a question put by a celebrated London maker 
and is apt and to the point. The only compensator that 1 have 
yet seen—aud I have seeu all now In use—that is properly ad- 
justed, 16 the one Invented by Messrs. Clark & Snclder, of Baltl- 
more. It is simple in construction, and built in one piece, ilif. 
feriug in tills Important respect from all others. 

But the important question after all Is, are compensators r «illv 
necessary! This question Ib like the one so often asked as lu 
which is the better dog, pointer or setter! If a man intended to 
shoot every day of his life, and a long life at that, and expected 
to stick to oue gun all the time, he might find use for the com¬ 
pensator. Mind, I say might; for, tu my opinion, so iufinitlsmal 
Is tlie wear on the hinge joint of a really fine gun, properly 
handled, that it is really not worth while to take It into account. 

But the gun must be built with an actlou built on sound prin¬ 
ciples, aud the longer the distance from the false breech to Un¬ 
hinge joint, and farther iu the rear of the barrels tlie locking 
bolts are placed, the lees wear aud strain the gun will be called 
upon to endure, and the better it will resist that strain. Hence, 
all guns in which the locking bolts arc placed beneath the barrels 
will wear sooner than when the bolts are plaoed behind. Just 
here is where the Dougai lock-fast action is ahead of all others. 
In it there are no bolts separate from the action. Tlie discs ou 
the face of the falBe breech and tlie projection Utting into the 
lump beneath arc immovable, for they form Integral parts of the 
solid actlou. The lockiug power is the eccentric hinge joint, 
and the eccentricity of Its movement makes it at the same time 
self-compensating for al! wear. But tlie action is too slow in 
movement to suit most sportsmeu now-a-days, and so they de¬ 
mand self-locking actions. I am aware that the Purdy double 
bolt has been, and with many still Is, the favorite form of fas¬ 
tening, yet it really amounts to nothing in binding stock and bar- 
rels together, even In ouc direction. To quote again from the 
above writer: “This fastening is about equal to what the boll In 
the fore-end of a muzzle-loader would be were the hooks on the 
cud of the barrels removed, and the ends of the barrels left 
smooth and disconnected from the standing breech." 

Another cause of guns becoming loose in the joint and shov¬ 
ing a gap Is in the fact that there are many who have breech 
loaders and yet do not know how to use them. In opeuing th< 
gun tho barrels are too often allowed to drop without the left 
hand being used to check them in falling. This of course brings 
immense strain on the joint and fore piece of the stock. In 
closing the gun many act as though It required to be done by 
main strength, and do it with a jerk. Here again Is aimlta 
cause of guns getting shaky. Some may say: “Oh, well. II i 
breech-loader requires to be bandied just su, then breech-loader 
are not the great thing they are cracked up to bo. I want ajpih 
to stand everything.” Tlie man who argues tills way—and there 
are many such—entirely ignore the one important fact ot the 
greater safety in use of the breech-loader. If there were nothing 
else in its favor that one fact alone should make it the only cun 
In use. 

No gunstnaker can compensate for rough usage such as the 
above gentry subject their guns to. Of course cheap guns, ** 
as flood our markets, whether of home or foreign manufacture 
where the work and fittings are coarse, aud the materials o( Itaj 
“penny-three-farthing-skelp-iron” type, no reasonable man «l 
expect to stand wear; but of these guns and those who deal » 
them I shall not now speak. Suffice It to say that their name i- 
leglon, and if of an oftentimes “goodly outside show," they 
rottenness and deception within. ,

It Is In short the most lro l l “ n .’ i 
compensator of any; for unless a gun Is deliberately 
set purpose Injured In UBing, It docs away with all strain « 
worth all the other so-called compensators put together. A “ 
all the breech-loader Is the weapon of the. gentleman, and ' 
the booby or the clown. The real sportsman knows Its '» • 
and will treat It as Ids knowledge will tell him it should he w* 
The cockney will use It roughly, and with an utter lack oi 
sense, and when hts gun gets shaky or gives out entirely, »<■ 
rush into print and curse the gunmaker. For the sportsnuu ^ 
gunmakcr loves to work; for the thick-headed fool )' uU 
gunmaker would rather not work at all. 

To sum up, then, Mr. Editor, I think the only compel' 6 *’ 
amounting to anything are the bolt preventing the barrel* 
falling open beyond a given point, and a proper kuowh P

He did not experience any difficulty until he had 
oaten his fourteenth bird, which seemed to worry him consider¬ 
able and came very near euuslng him to give up the match, but 
by perseverance and the assistance of an Indomitable will he 
managed to pass this critical point (with him), and had no further 
trouble whatever during the balance of the contest; but he ad¬ 
mits that had he not assisted nature from that time on, by taking 
something to promote digestion, that he would have failed. I 
will here state that Mr. Crang claims that no man can perform 
this feat without suffering immediately thereafter, unless he 
takes something to promote digestion, or assist the bowels in 
performing their duties; but Mr. Crang was not restricted from 
assisting nature with every available means that he saw fit to 
take advantage of, he being only required to eat the bird and 
digest it. Mr. Crang has changed his views very materially with 
reference to eating quails, he being under the Impression before 
commencing that It was an easy task to perform, and would be 
novel sport and good eating combined. Ho now thinks that it Is 
more like labor than pleasure, and us far as the good eatlnir is 
concerned, a variety Is preferable. 6 

I was visited last week by Mr. Lewis L>. Webster, of Chicago 
and Mr. Geo. F. Card, of Guthrie, III., who came for the pur¬ 
pose, as they expressed it, of getting good quail shooting. They 
looked somewhat demented, however, when they were informed 
by “D. O., of B.,” that quails were Bearee and wild In this local¬ 
ity; hut, nevertheless, I told them that we would go and sec 
what could be done, and that I would endeavor to make It as 
pleasant for them as possible. We went, and for two days, but 
did not succeed In bagging enough birds to supply such an eater 
as Mr. Crang for thirty days, allowing him one bird per day but 
we did succeed in having some old-fashmied gmrt for about fortv- 
five minutes on the afternoon of the first day, and managed to 
bag ten quails and drop three that Dash could not find which 
cheered up all hands and caused us to mthmc so that we hunted 
with more sanguine hopes and determination than an hour pre¬ 
vious. But alas! our hopes were not to be realized, the birds 
could not be found; it was an off day, so at dusk we turned 
homeward and partoook of a hearty meal, such as none but sports¬ 
men are capable of partaking (Mr. Webster will vouch for the 
veracity of this assertion). At the same time we argued that we 
certainly would have better success on the morrow, which after 
wards proved to be only in our minds, as the day afterwards 
proved to be a very bad, rainy, cold, windy, disagreeable one, so 
much so that it was of no use to hunt at all. 

I cannot refrain here from speaking of Mr. Webster's gun It 
is a 12 gauge, weighs 8j lbs., and I believe he calls it “Little 
Bunch of Roses, the name being similar to style of engraving '

The Difference in the Size of Quails.— Pekin III .tan 
31, 1873. Editor Chicago Field .—Quail shooting lias been so 
poor here this season that when a friend and I bagged forty- 
three last Thursday, In about six hours’ hunting, we felt well 
pleased, and I feel like telling brother sportsmen of it to cn- 
courage the hope of plenty of birds next sesson. The weather 
has been so warm, and uniformly so all the season, I hut quails 
| never gathered to cornfields ami other usual feeding grounds as 
In former seasons, A friend in Peoria, who has killed over 100 
this season, opened all their craws and found corn or other field 
grain In only four, seeds, berries, worms and bugs which they 
easily obtain In the woods and open grounds being their almost 
entire food. Thia wide range for food and mild weather enabling 
them to be comfortable anywhere without cover, makes hunting 
them laborious and unsuccessful. I have often noticed, and 
especially this season, the difference in their size, those fre¬ 
quenting and Btaying in thick woods and heavy timber being 
much larger than those of the open grounds. Can any of your 
well posted correspondents give a satisfactory reason for'ibis 
difference In size, governed by locality* James Haines.
